OLEOMARGARINE'LAW IS VALID 


Michigan 
Supreme 
Court 
Upholds 


Statute Passed by Legislature. 


Lansing, Mich., June 25.—The su- 


preme court has affirmed the consti- 
tutionality of the Michigan statute 
forbidding the manufacture or sale of 
colored oleomargarine and sustained 
the conviction of George W. Rotter, 
a grocer of Petoskey, who was con- 
Tlcted of selling the colored article. 
The court held that the legislature 
bad power to pass this law and that 
the courts cannot consider the wis- 
dom or policy of so doing.

profitably for the.farmer and proved 
such a very bad bargain for the gov- 
ernor and his right hand man, .Is bo- 
Ing greatly enjoyed -by all except the 
factlonlsts who were the victims of 
their own methods.

It happened thusly. 
A few days 


before.the cancan, one of the gover- 
nor's appointees, on his scouting ex- 
pedition through the town of Rock 
in the endeavor to round up all the 
democratic votes In the township to- 
gether with those of the LaFollette 
element or any other old thing that 
was open to the persuasion ot a'dol- 
lar or so. stopped for a bit of conver- 
sation with a farmer, who was busily 
engaged In his tobacco field but who 
was supposed to bo one of the most 
loyal of the LaFollette shouters..

For over three hours after Walter 


Kaempfleln sank to his tragic death 
In Rock river yesterday 
afternoon, 


tho . search for his body ' proved 
unsuccessful and It was not .until 7 
o'clock last evening that the lifeless 
form was recovered. 
Even then an 


effort to resuscitate him was made 
but the spark.of life had been com- 
pletely extinguished.' 
, 


The boy's death seems to 
• have 


been destined by an unalterable fate 
for the attempt to rescue him began. 
Immediately 
after 
he, sank from 


sight. 
Charles Davis, the young boy 


who was In the row boat with Master 
Kaempfleln, ran Immediately 
to the 


end of the boat and when his compan- 
ion rose he tried to reach him but 
failed. 
• The fated boy never rose 


again and his frightened friend has- 
tened jlo the shore and ran to Ford's 
mill where a telephone message .was 
sent to the west side fire station. 


Senator Whltehead to the Rescue 
On .his way to the mill, young Da- 


vis met Senator Whltehead, to whom 
he gasped out the sad news. Senator 
Whltehead went Immediately ' to the 
shore and pvpared' to, jump Into the 
water, should 
tho body 
reappear. 


Almost Instantly ^ho was Joined by 
Ither parties with grapnel hooks, Pat- 
rick Fanning having hurried from tho 
fire station In company with others 
who had hoard of the accident. 


Had It been possible to locate tho 


body at once, the young 
life could 


have been saved, but the deep water 
and Swift current baffled :the search- 
ers. The accident occurred less than 
ten feet from' shore. 
about twenty 


five • feet below Ford's mill nnd 
the 


body \vas finally discovered by Geo. 
nnd -Washington Barrlnge, 
twenty 


feet lower down the. river. . 


How the Accident Happened. 


Young Kaempfleln and Davis were 


sitting In a row boat, which was fas- 
tened to the shore ' • and Kaempfleln 
tried 
- to catch a stick'which was 


floating down 
stream. The' 
boat 


lurched a little, the boy straightened 
up. .then leaned-over again ,and. fell 
over head 'flrst'lnto 
the water.. He 


had been forbidden to 'go near the 
river and his mother had no Idea 
he ever disobeyed her.

was n terrible blow to his widowed 
mother. Mrs. Johanna 
Kaempfleln.
